fotmd that in the smaller towns and in 
rural Scandinavian districts the frc-e 
t.catrnent of venereal diseases was be- 
ing given by practicing doctors who 
weve employed by the town, and that 
it was customary for municipal health 
officers to employ special health of- 
fic^rs for this purpose. Special fee 
tables were set up for such venereal 
disease treatment give nto the poor. 
The state also paid the cost of all 
drugs and of the necessary Was.ser- 
mann tests. 
Under the Swedish system the patient 
with syphilis. Is almost always kei.t 
under treatment for three years, and 
three years is regarded as the period 
during which such a patient is eligible 
for ,/ree treatment. 


As a result of these laws syphilis ha.i 


decreased .greatly in Sweden, drop- 
ping from 10 patients in each 10,OfiO 
people in, 1919 to less than one person 
in each 10,000 in 1935. 


In their investigation the British 


authorities found that the compulsory 
aspects of the law are not regarded 
wt*h antagonism by the public, and 
that it is seldom necessary for extreme 
measures to be taken to bring patients 
for treatment or to retain them under 
treatment. 
However, the British authorities also 


recognized that each of these coun- 
tries" is inhabited by a small homo- 


genous race with a high degree of un- 
iformity in customs and social outlook. 
The sense of communal responsibility 
it- highly developed, and there is gen- 
c-ral respect for and obedience to au- 
thority. The people are in general 
health-conscious, .so that co-operation 
between doctor and patient is easily 
established. It is important also to 
realize that in these countries the peo- 
ple have a realistic attitude toward 
sexual matters. 


Tho British investigators were in- 


clined to believe that the compulsory 
measures have played but a little part 
in the reduction of venereal disease in 
Scandinavian countries. 


It is significant, the investigators 


find, that a reduction in syphilis has 
'.ccurrud in Denmark .Sweden, Nor- 
way, 
Holland, and Great Britain, but 


that in none of these countries has 
there been outstanding success in af- 
fecting a reduction in the incidence of 
gonorrhea. 


Fo rthis very reason the investiga- 


tors from Great Britain are convinced 
that compulsory treatment does not 
nctem to be a major factor influencing 
the results of the anti-venereal meas- 
jre:; in the Scandinavian countries. 
Therefore, they do not recommend 
.-:uch compulsory measures for Great 
Britain.

"The shield was given me," Pogson 


relates, "by a brother officer with 
whom I served in the English Army 
(hiring the World war. 
He was in- 


volved in a difficulty, and 1 helped 
him smooth it over. He told me lie 
would never forgel Ihe service. 


"Years later he learned I was mak- 


ing a study of the career of Marco 
l-'olo us transmitted down through the 
centuries in Chinese legend. 
He was 


stationed at the 
time in Bokhara, 


Turkestan. 


"He wrote that he was sending me 


what purported to be the real shield 
worn by Marco Polo in fighting the 
fierce Asiatic hordes. The shield had 
been given him, he said, by a grate- 
ful Tartar family whom he bad saved 
from death during a Red revolution. 


"When the shield arrived, it was 


difficult to tell much about it. It was 
encrusted willi the grime of ages. I 
engaged a man to restore it, and he 
took four months to complete Hie task. 
When we found that it looked like the 
real thing as recorded by history. The 
British Museum has since authenti- 
cated il." 


The famous implement of war is 


made of the hide of the snmbhur, an 
Asialic waler antelope. Hardened for 
many months, it is translucent, yet 
impervious to the mightiest slash of 
a cavalry sabre, or the piercing pow- 
er of a spear. The rim is embroidered 
with gold, .which has been burnt into 
the hide. The art of this trick has been 
lo.st. Captain Pogson says. 


The shield is studded with 
four 


domed clusters of jewels—gold, bronze, 
emeralds, pigeon blood rubies, gar- 
nets and mountain crystals. 


Fogson. the man who "sold" Gold-

When 
the Wagner Act replaced it, Weirton 
wns one of the first to develop a com- 
pany-union backfire, and has actively 
fought all rogani/ation except under 
its own Employe Representation Plan, 


It was on May 9, 1937; that the C.I.O, 


slricing to organize Weirton workers, 
charged that Weirton had fired 16( 
men for union activity, and that organ- 
i/.ers and workers who associated with 
them were beaten and intimidated by 
"hatchet gangs." If true, these tilings 
are unfair practices specifically pro- 
hibited by the Wagner Act. 


G'n August 1, '937, the Labor Board 


began an inquiry to find out if the 
charges were true. That inquiry 
still going on. 


Hearing A "Farce" 


Hearings opened at New Cumber- 


land, W. Va. Examiner for the NLBR 
was Smith, a lawyer and for 10 years 
president of the board of governors ol 
West Virginia University. 


Within the first two days, 
Arm- 


strong had made 105 objections to 
Smith's procedure, being sutained only 
11 times. Even at this stage, when 
denied the right to get by cross-ques- 
tioning certain infromation from a 
witness, Armstrong 
cried, "Is this 


hearing going to develop into a farce 
where we have no rights at all?" 


A long procession of witnesses dron- 


ed through the hearing rooms with 
the stories aimed at proving forcible 
suppression 
of 
union 
organization 


Smith and Weirton attorneys clashec 
repeatedly. On one occasion the lat- 
ter refused to produce the records ol 
the ERP unless similar records of the 
steel union would be brought. 


Hearings 
moved 
to Steubenville 


Ohio, and the progressive wrangling 
began to get on the lawyers' nerves 
Childlish clashes with no bearing on 
the case began to obtrude. Someone 
clicking coins together in the audi- 
ence 
produced 
a 
near-fight. The 


twirling of a watch chain by a com- 
pany lawyer roused the wrath of a 
Labor Board lawyer at one time, while 
at another, company counsel protested 
violently because a Labor Board law- 
yer nodded at a witness. At one hear- 
ing, 
Smith became so excited that he 


broke the glass top of his table with a 
gavel. 


Constant Clashes 


Parades of both factions were stag- 


ed at Weirton, and clamorous demon- 
strations crowded into and about the 
hearing room on various occasions. 


Weirton attorneys repeatedly insist- 


ed on the application of ordinary court 
rules of evidence and procedure, which 
the act specifically says shall not ap- 
ply. 


They continually worked for a com- 


plete record, for the appeal to the 
courts after decision is made must be 
based on that record alone, except in 
exceptional circumstances. 


Company lawyers accused the boarc 


examiners of asking leading questions, 
of mapping out procedure with C.I.O 
organizers, and of not only prejudging 


a beloved friend, but Ruth's devotion

is no wonder that such a firm spirit of 
devotion has found recognition in the 
sacred writings of the Jews.

What a marvel- 
ous mother-in-law she must have beer 
to evoke such devotion on the part ol 
two women who had married her sons 
in a strange land! We must realize 
also that in Ruth's fidelity there musl 
have been something more than merely 
personal loyalty. She must have sens- 
ed in Naomi a quality of faith that led 
her to embrace the same religion and 
to .share the same ideals. 


We need not go into the latter part 


of the story of how Ruth gleaned in 
the fields of Bethlehem 
after 
the 


reapers, and found favor in the eyes 
of a kinsman of her husband, who in- 
structed the reapers to leave a little 
more than just the blades of wheat 
that were missed in harvesting. 
Suf- 


fice it to say that the (story has a 
happy ending, and Ruth found some 
of the rewards of her faith and her 
fidelity. 


It is a story of love and devotion be- 


tween women, similar to that between 
men in the Bible story of David and 
Jonathan, and the story of Damon and 
Pythias.
